Amazement and horror have been excited 


throughout the foreign community of Peiping by 


the tragic death 


of Pamela Werner. 


Pamela was only nineteen years of age and 


was the only daughter 
formerly British Consul 


of Mr. EB. T. C. Werner, 
in Foochow and a pro- 


lific writer on China and Things Chinese. 


The cause of death is not yet 
known. The girl’s body was 
found . yesterday morning only 
about 260 yards from her home, 
which is in one of the lonelicst 
paris of the city, near the 
German cemetery. : 


OUT FOR AN HOUR . 


At 6 p.m. on Thursday evening, 
Miss Pamela, who Was a child in 
her ways, cyeled into the Legation 
Quarter and enjoyed an hour's 
skating on the. ice with a num- 
ber of friends. , 


At 7 pm. she mountdd her 
- picyelé to ride to her home which 
was approximately a mile away 
and she was never again. seen 
ative. 
Her body was found lying in a 
wile ditch at the foot of the 
towering fifty-feet high city walla. 


“TERRIBLE TASK 


Mr. Werner, who Is a man of 72, 
was faced with the ghastly task 
of endeavouring to identify the 
horrifying mutilated corpse. 

Investigations ure proceeding, 
but there is little indication of a 
definite line of enquiry. The body 


has been taken to the Rockefeller 
Hospital for examination to as- 
certain the cause of death — 
Reuter. 

MURDER ESTABLISHED 

; Later. 

’ Clues in the Werner trayedy de- 
finitely point to. a shocking mur- 
der. 

A blood bespatterod card found 
near the body leads to that con- 
clusion. : 

It was a membership card of the 
French Club skating rink, where 
Miss. Pamela was last seen alive 
and {t in understood that the meui- 
cn) evidence at the inquest, which 
has not yet been fixed, will state 
thnt the blood was on the card be- 
fore death, indicating that Miss 
Werner was attacked. 

FRACTURED SKULL 
“The post-mortem examination 
was completed just before noon to- 
day, but the findinga will not be 
made available until the inquest. 

It is relinbly learned, however, 
that Pamela died as the result of 
a fractured skull resulting from 
a heavy blow.—Reuter.

VINES BEATEN IN

PF. J. Perry to-day demon- 
strated thnt ‘there was no fluke 
ubout his victory over Ellsworth 
Vines in their first professional 
clash by repentirig the perform- 
ance before a large ‘crowd .at 
Cleveland, Ohio. — 


The yantch was scheduled 
ns the best of three sets ‘and 
Perry, ufter a terrific first set 
battle, won by two straight, 
the scores being 13-11, 6-3. 


‘The opening set produced thrill 
after thrill in a intense duel, in 
which deuce was called in most 
gumes. Vines was the first to 
gain any important advantage, 
and he actually led 6-3. 

Perry pegxed him back and the 
score mounted, 6-6, 7-7, 8-8 and 
so on. Vines established a lead 
at 11-10, but Perry then swept 
through irresistibly, to win the 
next three games. 

Perry. brought out some de- 
vastating net: play in the second 
set and led 2-0. Vines recovered 
splendidly and won the next three 
gamed in a row, after which he 
was helpless against ‘a rain ‘of 
perfect strokes, Peyry taking the 
next four for the sct. 

Vines was visibly tired at the 
close and it is reported that he 
is still. suffering from influenza.

“If it should prove necessary, I 
shall travel In the capacity of a 
commercial representative. 

“Thore are many trade agrec- 
ments between England and 
America which are regarded as 
out-of-date and offorts will be 
made to modernise them or re- 
place them by now agreements.”

EDITOR'S NOTE: This story 
by an authority-on American his- 
tory and tho author of “The Not- 
Quite Puritans’ is aubstantially 
truc. Professor Lawrence dug it 
out of Colton Mathor’s diary and 
other sources of information. The 
nane “Thankagiving Winslow" ta 
Professor Lawrence's own inven- 
tion, as is her letter to Cotton 
Mather and the details of her in- 
terview with him. The whole thing, 
harmonizes closely, however, with 
the picture Mather dratvs in his 
diary. 

The great preacher was kneol- 
ing in his study, besecching the 
Lord for guidance in n very doli- 
tate matter. Tho question at {s- 
nue between him and the Almighty 
was marriage — remarriage, in 
fact; for this eminent Puritan 
minister of more than, two centur- 
ies ago had recently become a 
widower. ; 

Cotton Mather was looking for 
some heavenly illumination on 
that perennial problem of widow- 
hood: To wed, or not to wed. Hig 
contemporaries of 17th century 
New England usually answered 
that question in the affirmative, 
and right promptly, too; but he 
was a public character, an out- 
standing preacher of the gospel, 
and he was awaiting definite in- 
structions from on high. Sud- 
(denly the. instructions came. 

There was‘a knock at his study 
door, and a message was thrust 
into his hand. With reverent 
curiosity he began to read. The 
reading soon brought a. slight 
flush to his somewhat pallid cheek 
and the suggestion of a sparkle to 
his eyes. He read, then re-read, 
the letter, pacing up and down the 
long room with a restless cager- 
ness which was oddly unlike his 
earlier demeanour. — 

“A young gentlewoman of in- 
comparable accomplishments,” he 
muttered to himself; “no gentle- 
}woman in the English America 
has ;had a more polite education. 
She is one of rare wit and sense, 
withal, and of a comely aspect; 
and extremely winning in. her 
conversation, I do now recall.” 

He walked slowly over to the 
window and stared with totally 
unseeing eyes upon the cheerless, 
snow-swept garden; then, turn- 
ing, strode back and knelt before 
the. glowing log that all but fill- 
ed the great™ fireplace. Knelt 
more from habit than intention, 
as though about to worship some 
heathen god of fire. 

No prayer arose, nor any 
thought of prayer. Instead, a 
smile softened the face so often 
stern and sad; n smile that seem- 
ed to radinte an unsuspected 
warmth «of tenderness.

As 
I said, problems and problem con- 
struction do not bear a close 
relation to Bridge, but a study of 
the propositions presented in pro- 
blems docs help every player in 
coping with the occasionally 
extremely difficult playing situa- 
tions presented to him.

as well as of details. It is easy to hame’a comprehensive figure 
of increased revenue that would enable the Senate to enlarge the 
staff and bring up the curriculum to some standard that the 
critic may have in mind, but there should first of all.be some 
general agreement about that standard. Primary education is 
now recognised by all progressive nations to be not a luxury at 
all but a necessary qualification for all citizens: if they are to 
take their proper place in civilisation and, above all, to be the. 
foundation of anything like democracy. Without it any social 
reforms will be nugatory, and there will not even be any attempt 
at reform unless it is imposed from above by the use of some 
system of dictatorship that is in the end inconsistent with the 
freedom of the individual. Secondary. education is equally 
necessary for men and women who in the professions or in 
business or in Government are to have the task of organisation 
and leadership. These truisms are so generally recognised by 
those who think seriously of the public welfare, and by parents 
and scholars, that if an institution of University rank does not 
form a part of ‘the social life and receive a gencral support which 
ig almost instinctive it can only be because it is not fulfilling tho 
function that people expect it to fill. : 

Not every boy or girl will benefit by instruction of a high 
standard, despite the optimistic prophecy of Mr. H. G. Wells that 
some sort of 1 millenium can be gained by giving everybody 
a University education. His own work suggests that it is easicr 
to write a “History of the World” if one has only a very slight 
acquaintance with the history of any particular period. But 
Mr. Wells has abilities far above the average, and a large pro- 
portion of adolescents present to an eager tutor an impassive 
and impermeable “sales resistance”, if one may quote an expres- 
sion made familiar by the American lecturers for degrees in 
Advertisement. Essentially the key to good progress is to 
awaken the pupil’s interest. Without the cagerness that impels 
the pupil to ask questions and to borrow books a teacher’s work 
does little more than fill a boy’s mind with the conviction that 
a subject is mercly a collection of dry bones articulated by 
pedants. : 

How to arouse that interest? Here we come to the crux 
of the whole matter, the controversy -between the advocates of 
general culture and the “vocational training” school. Like most 
hard and fast lines of division in intcllectual theory the -whole 
thing is mostly a batrachomachia of words and not 8 distinction 
of things. Nothing will- arouse so much interest as the idea 
that if the pupil works honestly he will be forging new tools for 
his own career in life. He will unconsciously imbibe some idea 
of method, and a love of thoroughness for its own sake that is 
the beginning, if not of holiness, at. least of intellectual virtue.

. Three years ago, two identical - 
twins who were 91 years of age” 


at the time and therefore must 
have been unusually fine mental 
and physical specimens at birth 
to have worn that long, were 
Mra, Mary White, of Springfield, 
Missouri, and Mra, Letha Etter, 
of Nacona, Texas, Then, within 
three weeks, cach fell and broke 
her hip in precisely the same 
‘place in the bone. 

It ia likely enough that 
heredity caused them to have a 
similar weakness of the bone at 
the same point, but that fa not 
enough to account for the coin- 
cidence happening to both, after 
such a tremendous stretch of 
years. Such 9 weaknesa = =WaAK 
not enough to predestine an uc- 
cident until perhaps some other 
time-fuse went off in thelr sys-

account for the .misfortunea of 
identical twin boys of East 
Northport, Long Taland. Several 
_ years ago one of this pair of 
:v“identicals”; then sixteen years 


old, was thrqwn from a horso . 


and, seriously injured.‘ On the 
aame day;-hia:twin brother in a 
different purt of the township 
was struck . and killed by an 
automobile truck..

will’ from the Texas Centennial, 
number two girls who are 
identical. twins and two who are 
not.

QYwin girls in Philndelphia, 
Martha and Marjorte Hines, 
broke into the newspapers three 
years ago because they always 
had all their illnesses at the. 
game time, That had been true 
of their attacks of measles, 
chickenpox although this might 
be explained by clos contact of 
the two alsters when there 
germs were about. Next the 
two girls developed sevére throat 
infections at exactly the same, 
time and were compelled to 
undergo precisely similar opera- 
tions on their tonsils, Finally, 
both developed infections of the 
mastoid process, behind the ear, 
were operated on the same day, 
got well on the same day and 
showed precisely similar scars 
of the operation behind their 
ears, ‘ 

Dr. Otto J. Wilhelmi, of St. 
Louis, once operated on identical 
twin men 27 years old who had 
developed precisely similar mal- 
formations of part of their biad- 
ders. Many years oxo there 
was reported in’ medical litera 
ture the history of the Laustand 
brothers, identical twins, who 
were Nturaes in a hospital in 
Bordeaux; France, and who in- 
variably © -became it at exactly 
the same time and ended by de- 
veloping identical cataracts 
which made both of them blind, 

In hia report of the case of 
the twin carpenters. Dr. 
Militzer mentions a full dozen 
previous cases in which identi- 
cal twins developed tumors of 
one kind’ or another’ at about the 
sume time and in similar parts 
of their bodies, one of them a 
rare kind of tumor in the back 
part of the brain or cerebellum 
found In twin , children only 
weven years of age. 


It is common knowledge that 
identical twins are likely to be 
of the, sume height, weight, 
bodily build and general appenr- 
-ance, but a remarkable extreme, 


“of this ia the “half-ton twins” 


represented by Miss . Florence 
Carlson and Miss Dorothy Carl- 
son, of Jamaica, Long, Island, 
niready described in The Amer- 
ican Weekly.

kind, Only in 16 instances. was 
one twin mentally abnormal, 
qvithout sign of similar dis- 
order in the other twin. 

Like twin dials, connected by- 
remote control, the emotions of 


identical twins rise and full 
toyether, even if they are far 
apart. They are buoyant or de- 
pressed, quiet or boisterous, 
affectionate, or cold, apprehen- 
sive or confident at the same 
time, unless some specially 
powerful influence confronts one 
but not the other. Observation 
of this pecullarity in tHe past 
may explain the common notion 
that such twins have some sort 


‘of psychic connection.

8 it has been announced for a 
“Klong time, the 83rd International 
Euchnristic Congress ‘will be held 
at the beginning of next month, 
February 8rd to 7th, at Manila, 
and -is Iikely to prove the most 
remarkable religious manifesta- 
tion thet has ever taken place in 
the East. : 

An International |. Eucharlatic 
Congress, 28 the namo implies is 
an assembly’ of representatives of 
various nationa in honour of the 
Eucharist which is the central 
doctrine of Catholic’ belief. When 
the ‘first of these congresses was 
planned, fifty-six years ago, it 
was not anticipated that it should 
be more than a fairly simply reli- 
[gious coremony, with a few people 
to ropresent various countries, 
and all held in same one of the 
large European countries, But no 
sooner were the first few con- 
greases held than it became evi- 
dent they were going to be events 
of outstanding importance, and 
they have. gone on developing un- 
til now they are among the most 
remarkable conventions of any 
kind known to history. On several 
occasions in. recent years, such a8 
at Chicago in 1926, at Dublin in 
4982, and at Buenos Aires in 1934, 
more than a millfon people were 
present at prayer at the same 
time, Though this number can 
hardly be anticipated in Manila, 


“lyet the organisers of this Con- 


gress believe that the total num- 
ber that will participate will not 
fall far short of that figure. 


International Character 

In general it may be said that 
the Congress consists of two 
things: A veries of lectures and a 
series of religious ceremonics. The 
lectures are delivered by men fam- 
ous in the Catholic Church, and 
the ceremonies are mainly Solemn 
Masses, and at the end a proces- 
sion ‘of. the Blessed Kucharist. The 
international character is always 
naintained, for there are numerous 
yrroups of men and women, of cc- 
elesinsties and lay persons, who 
travel from a long distance to be 
present at the Congress. These 
different groups have sectional 
meetings of their own, and they 
are grouped together at all the 
general assemblies. In Manila ar- 
rangements have been made to

cater for fourteen different na- 
tionalities, and nine languages and 
several dinlects will be used. 

A personal representative of the 
Pope, 1 Cardinal, attends each 
Congress. In the present case the 
representative is Cardinal Doug- 
herty, Archbishop of Philadelphia, 
who was formerly « Bishop in the 
Philippine Islands, Particular in- 
terest attaches to his choice. After 
the. Philippines had passed trom 
Spanish to American rule, volun- 
teers were sought umong the 
priests of the United States to go 
to these islands and minister to the 
people. Among the first of the 
volunteers was Fr. Dougherty, 
who worked for several years in 
the southern area and. later be~ 
came the first American bishop in 
the Philippines. After some 
years he was transferred to the 
United States. Now he returns to 
the scene of his missionary Ia- 
boura as representative of tho 
Pope. While in Manila Cardinal 
Dougherty will be the guest of 
President Quezon at hie official 
restdence at Malacanang. 

_ Pathetic Interest 

A puthetic interest attaches to 
Cardinal Dougherty’s commission 
aa Papal Legate to the “Manila 
Congress on account of the serious 


-liliness of His Holiness the Pope. 


Few believe that the Pope can re- 
cover from this illness, and when, 
in tho first days of the new year, 
he received Cardinal Dougherty 
beside his sick bed he was in all 
probability for the last time ap- 
pointing: someone to represent him 
in an official capacity. 

Tho first act of the Congress 
will be the recontion of the Papal 
Legate at Manila harbour, This fs 
duc to take place on 2nd, Febru- 
ary, in the ovoning. On the even- 


will be held on the Luneta, Manila's 
great park near the seashore. All 
visitora to Manila are familiar 
with thly great series of open 
apaces which are capnble of ac- 
commodating many hundred thou- 
xand persons. Provisiona have been 
made for the attendance of crowds 
of six figures at the chief func- 
tions of the Congress. . 


Women’s Day 

Thursday, February 4th. is the 
first of the four daya given over 
formally to the Congress. It is of- 
ficially called “Women's Day,” be- 
cause the big gathering on the 
Luneta at 6.30 on that, morning 
will be especially for women. On 
that occasion Masa will be celc- 
brated by the Bishop of Nagasaki 
and the preacher will be the Bis- 
hop of Cebu, one of the smaller of 
the Philippine Islands, During that 
day sectional meetings will bo held 
for the people of tho various na 
tionalities, and there will be ten 
Philippine sectional meetings, in 
aix dinlects. These meetings owill 
be repeated on each of the two fol- 
lowing days. In the ovening ut six 
o'clock, on the Luneta, there will 
be the first of the three Interna- 
tional Assemblies, There will be 
two aermons at each of these as- 
semblies, one in English and the 
other in Spanish, and these will be 
followed by short addresses in 
various languages. The speaker in 
Hngligh at the first of the meetings 
will be Dr. McNamee, | the 
Bishop of Ardagh, who ‘fs remem- 
bered by many soldiers aa an ener- 
getic chaplain during the Great 
War. Among those will be speakers 
also on this occasion are Mgr. 
gu, Vicar Apostolic, of Haimen, 
in Kinngau, and thé Bishop of 
Macau. 

The following day will be “Bfon’s 
Day.” It will begin by Mass at mid- 
night for men. - Mass will be cele- 
brated on this ocension by the 
Archbishop of Manila, and the 
preacher will be Archbishop Mitty 
of San Francisco, one of the lead- 
ing church orators in the United 
States. This will be on the Lunete, 
and at thd same place there will 
also be Mass at 6.30 am, Both the 
celebrant of the Mass and the 
preacher will be from China, ‘the 
Vicar Apostolic of Funing and the 
Prefect Apostolic of Li Chu. The 
Second International Aszembly 
wilt be held In the evening at six, 
likewise at the Luneta. The Eng- 
lish preacher on this occasion will 
be Archbishop Duhig, of Brisbane, 
Australia, and among the speakers 
will be fo Pa Hong, the well- 
known Shanghai philanthropist, 
who has been appointed by the 
Pope u member of the staff of the 
Papal Legate to the Congress. 


Children’s Day 

Saturday during the Congress is 
traditionally “Children’s Day,” 
and it will be so also at Manila. 
There will be a special Mass for 
boys and girls under the age of 
fourteen on the Luneta at 6.30, 
when the English sermon will be 
preached by Mgr. Ford, the Vicar 
Apostolic of Kaying, in Kwang- 
tung. Last Sunday evening a very 
charming account of what {s ex- 
pected to take place on this day 
was broadcast from Manila by 2 
young boy and girl. In order that 
the children may not have to re- 
turn to their homes fasting, there 
will be broakfast for all on tho 
Luneta after the morning: Mass. 

In the evenlng of this day the 
Iagt of the Internationa) Assem- 
bifes will be held.

Martindale, S.J. one of the  best-

The fact that thia Congress Is 
the first to be held in the Far East 
makes it the firet In which China 
will be able to participate on a 
considerable scale, China has been 
represented at previous con- 
gresses,, and there have heen 
special sections held in Chinese, 
but on the present occasion the 
Chinese section will be among the 
largest. There is a large Chinese 
Catholic element in Manila and in 
other parts of the Philippine Is 
lands, and jts numbers will be 
reinforced .by ‘a large number of 
pilgrims from all parts of China. 
Many Chinese Bishops, priests and 
lay people will attend. 


Visitors To Hong Kong 

Many of the travellers to the 
Congress will pass through Hong 
Kong. The majority of these will 
probably come from the United 
States. though the shipping strike 
has made uncertain the coming of 
some of the steamers which have 
been specially charted to bring pil- 
grims to the Congress. All tho 
hotel accommodation. in Manila 
has been booked out months ago, 
and many people who wished to 
attend the Congress have been un- 


able to do so both through lack of 
accommodation on the ships and 
through the ‘impoanibility of find- 
ing uny place to lodge in Manila. 
It is expected that Cardinal Doug- 
herty, the Papal Legate, will be 
among those who will visit Hong 
Kong. Others who are expected are 
Mgr. Yu Pin, the recently cor 
secrated Vicar, Apostolic of Nan- 
king, one of the most remarkable 
prelates in China, Bishop Mc- 
Grath, of Menevia, in Wales, V. 
Rev. Fr. Gillet, O.P., the Master 
General of the Dominican Order, 
and Fr. Martindale, S.J. It is ex- 
pected that public functions will 
be arranged in connection with 
some of these visits. 

The religious significance of an 
event such as the Congress cannot 
be ignored by anyone. who is 
watching the present current of 
events in‘ the world. At a time 
when the attacks on all religion 
have reached an unequalled degree 
of intensity, and this violence of 
hatred is necompanied by a lower- 
ing of ‘moral values that must 
alarm all those who hope for the 
permanence and progress of order 
and civilisation, it cannot be with- 
out effect on society at large that 
great gatherings of tens of thou- 
sands of men and women pause jn 
their daily work to reaffirm their 
belief in religion und their allegi- 
ance to God whose name is made 
an object of derision in many 
lands to-day. Even those whochave 
otherwise little sympathy with the 
Catholic Church should be glad 
of the recall to peace and order 
and reverence for authority, both 
human and divine,.that the Eu- 
charistic Congress provides.

SCULPTORS TO. 
SUBMIT DESIGNS 


KING EDWARD DIES 
NEVER USED 


The issue of King George VI. 
coinage is now under consideration 
by the Royal Mint. Designs will be 
prepared as quickly as possible, 
and sculptors have been asked to 
submit portraits of the new King. 

The designs for the reverse side 
of the coins will be changed na 
little na possible from those xp- 


-|proved by King Edward. 


Two designs for the obverse 
side will be prepared. One, for 
British colnage, will bear an un- 
crowned head of the King; the 
other, for Empire coins, will bear 
the crowned head of the King. 


« —~Dies To Be Preserved 


The designs will be submitted 
to the King for approval, and the 
exact date on which the coins will 
come into circulation will be made 
known in a proclamation issued 
several months in advance. Em- 
pire coins will not be circulated 
until after the Coronation. 

Tho proclamation will give a.de- 
scription of the designs for the 
King’s head and the wording on 
the obverse. side of all coins, to- 
gother with descriptions of the de- 
signs for the reverse sides for the 
different denominations.

An official of the Royal Mint 
stated yesterday that, although 
tests had been made with designs 
approved by King Edward, no 
coins had been minted for issue. 

Normally, all- coinage dics are 
dostroyed at the end of each year, 
and new ores bearing the date of 
the new year are prepared. Those 
of King Edward's reign are being 
preserved ,for the present, how- 
ever, and it is probable that they 
will be kept as mementoes of a 
coinage that was never issued,

|The Birth Of The Novel In 


— By Phyllis Jaby — China 


HEN Giles, in his “History 

of Chinese — Literature,” 
comes to the novel, he feels 
himself face to face with a 
mystery. “The origin of the 
Chinese novel is unknown,” he 
rays. “It probably came from 
Central Asia, the. paradise of 
story-tellers, in the wake of the 
Mongo! conquest. , 

Three centuricos had then to 
elapse before the higheat point of 
development was reached.” It 
would have been strange indecd if 
tho Chinese, who had sung songs 
and woven stories os carly as tho 
Chou dynasty (from 1122 B.C.), 
had waited for a foreign invasion 
to tench them to speak their tales, 
lengthen them, divide them into 
chapters. No, in China there fa 
not the wide gulf between short 
atory and novel proper that Giles 
believed. 

The first “stu shut” or “trifle 
talk” appeared in the Chou dyna- 
sty, a time when wars and fre- 
quent transfers of authority had 
tremendous effects on the social 
and intellectual condition of tho 
country, and.China attempted to 
freo herself from feudal hiorar- 
chy. Vast kingdoms v ere at strife. 


_ {The lorda of the vanquished. states 


were degraded, while the needs of 
the time elevated many a great 
talent from obscurity. Pensant’s 
sona and even sjaves rosc to minis- 
tership of state; buffoons, musi- 
cinns, became King’s advisers; 
merchants—a class which had long 
been considered the lowest of 
classes—began to play an import- 
ant part in politics, A time of 
upheaval and transformation, of 
misery and dependence. 

“We, ceaseless toflers in 
King’s service, 

Cannot even plant our 
and rice.” 

Nothing was safe. The despots 
themselves lived in a perpetual 
fear of anarchy. All was unrest. 
The sky was peopled with genii, 
the land with Barbarians. What 
to do but travel on the dragon's 
back, mount the clouds and mect 
Si Wang Mou, the goddess, with 
her escort of unicorna and white 
cranes?

Myths In Bamboo 
So myths were the first material 
for the ancient “slu shut!” they 
were written on slips of bamboo 
with characters pierced on them. 
Lie Yu Keou wrote the story of 


‘|the “Old Simpleton’ who wished 


to move Mountains.” The poor 
man evolved a slow process: )elp- 
ed by three of his children, he dug 
three catty of carth dally and car- 
ried it to the valley. A nelgh- 
bour smiled at the gigantic task 
which could never be achioved in 


a man’s Hfe. The old simpleton 
answered: “Your mind is narrow, 
narrow. When I shall be dead, my 
son will survivo me and then his 
sons, generations will’ go on and 
tho mountain’s height will not 
augment.” The neighbour was 
speechless. The Serpent God ovor- 
heard tho conversation and the 
Heavenly King ordered his two 
sons to move the mountain to the 
East of Chou. 

During. the Han dynasty, bam- 
boo and wooden tablets had already 
been, to some extent, superscded 
by the textile fabric which last 
was now supplanted by the moro 
recent invention of paper. The 
spread of Taoism made an impress 
on the writinga of the poriod and 
to that we are indebted for a class 
of books abounding in the marvel- 
lous and = aupernatural, remote 
precursors of the modern romance. 
The most famous short story 
writer of the time was Yu Ch’ou, 
who lived under the roign of Wu 
Ti and left 953 “trifle talks;” Wu 
Ti believed in spirits. Buddhism 
favoured such an attitude, as many 
“siu shut” show. ? 

‘Carrying A Spirit 

In the Six Dynasties, during the 
Tsin, Second Century A.D., Kau 
Pao wrote the “Memoirs rolated to 
the Spirits,” in order to prove that 
“the existence of the eplrits is not 
a fable.” Wen Ti, in a work mark- 
ed with strong Buddhistic flavour, 
notes “some strange happenings.” 
A young man, Tsong Ting Po met 
on his way the spirit of a deceased 
person. 

“Who is there?” he inquired. 

“A spirit. And you?” 

“I too,” sald the young 
cautiously. 

“Where are you going?” 

“To the market Houan.” 

“Is it not strange! I am golng 
the same way.” 

So the spirit and the young man 
travelled together for several li 
until they grew tired. Then they 
had the idea of carrying each other 
in turn, 

“You are very heavy," ‘said the 
ghost to the young man, “are you 
really a spirit?” 

“Yes, but I have just died, and 
that is the reason why I still have 
some weight.” ae 
* On this Tsong carried the spirit 
and found him very light. They 
grew friendly. : 

I am 50 new in the world of the 
spirits,” said the young man, 
“what do they fear?” 

“They don't lika the saliva of 
the living,” replied the ghost,

“trifle talk’ seriously: they wrote 
a-story with a purpose, the action 
was developed, there was moro ob- 
servation, the style more studied, 
Logonds, heroes, courteanns, Yang 
Kuel Fei in particular, were good « . 
material for writers. The scholars 
of the timo were full of contempt 
for the “siu shut,” which thoy call- 
ed “Memoirs in Supernatural,” or 
Ch'ouan Ki. But today tho 
Ch’ouan K’i of the Tang are con- 
atdered an n trensure of Chinese 
letters. 

Wang Tou wrote “Tho Magic. 
Mirror’s Recollections,” relating 
the exploits of a mirror fighting a 
fox changed into a woman, having 
to kill a monkey and a tortoise 
changed into a man, and ao larga 
snafle that lived in a treoe-trunk, 
From here the fox atorica originat- 
ed, stories that are st!ll vory popu- 
lar to-day. Kiang Tsong ‘ wrote 
the “Blography of a White 
Monkey,” as attack con o 
famous calligraphiat Necou 
Yang Suen, who resembled a 
monkey. In the story the father 
of the calligraphist. fights rebels 
and a white monkey copes with 
his wife, a beautiful young mald- 
en.
